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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction of the 
following is required: "two non-deformable portions". 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on October 9, 2007. These drawings are not approved. 
There is no support of the depiction of the projections of the lid as illustrated in the proposed 
drawings. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the groove as set forth in claim 1 
along with the plurality of locking projections as set forth in claim 18 and the plastic materials 
must be shown in the cross sectional views as alternating thick and thin lines or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). See MPEP § 608.02. No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views 
of the drawings for consistency.

The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show the plastic 
materials of the lid as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a 
proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 
608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended 
drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted 
after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement 
Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. Claims 1, 4-12, 14-21, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
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possession of the claimed invention. There is no support in the disclosure as originally filed for 
"two non-deformable portions". This is a new matter rejection. 

6. Claims 1, 4-12, 14-21, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The structure of the lid is not clearly set forth in claim 1 . Wherein the claim appears to 
set forth the body as a generally planar surface, it is unclear how deforming the deformable 
portion of the body reduces the length of the perimeter of the lid. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

8. Claims 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Haug (DE 42 
06 244). 

Haug discloses in Fig. 3 a lid for a container comprising a body and a peripheral 
elastomeric seal. 

Claims 22-25 are product-by-process claim. Thus, the limitation of "wherein the seal and 
body are molded together by bi-injection molding, the seal being formed by elastomeric material 
that is connected via a plurality of flow paths through the body to an injection point" is not 
regarded as structurally limiting the claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. Claims 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Haug in 
view of Schellenbach (US 5,447,674). 

Wherein it can be argued the process of making the lid provides structure, it is unclear if 
Haug provides disclosure of bi-injection molding of the body and peripheral elastomeric seal. 
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Schellenbach teaches it is known to use bi-injection molding a seal to a lid body. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of bi-injection molding to the lid of Haug. Doing so provides a lid 
having an integrally formed seal that is less likely to be removed from the lid body. 

Conclusion 

10. In view of the ground of rejection with respect to claims 22-25, this Office action is made 
non-final. 

1 1 . Applicant is duly reminded that a complete response must satisfy the requirements of 37
